Canon City, Colo., Feb. 28.—Jam es 
C. Bulger, while intoxicatd, on May 6, 
1914, fatally shot Lloyd F. Nicodemus, 
one of the proprietors of the Savoy 
hotel, w here Bulger was m aintaining 
headquarters of a rascruiting station 
to raise a regim ent for what he ex­ 
pected would be a w ar between the 
United States and Mexico. 
Bulger 
was 
tried in district court 
and made a defense on grounds of in­ 
sanity. 
He was found guilty of m ur­ 
der in the first degree, the jury fixing 
the penalty at death. 
The sentence 
was affirmed by the Colorado supreme 
court, which on October 4, 1915, re­ 
fused a rehearing. 
Appeal was then 
taken to the state 
pardons 
board, 
which at several hearings listened to 
evidence in support of the plea that 
Bulger was insane. 
On October 29 
the pardons board refused to interfere. 
with the execution of the death sen­ 
tence. 
On November 5, just 
before 
the 
time originally fixed for his execution, 
the state suprem e court 
ordered 
a 
hearing 
into 
Bulger’s 
sanity. 
The 
hearing was protracted and twice the 
suprem e court granted an extension of 
time for its completion. 
The jury in 
district court returned a verdict hold­ 
ing 
Bulger 
sane. 
Bulger’s 
sister, 
Pauline 
Bulger, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
came to Colorado and made a deter­ 
mined effort to save Bulger from the 
death penalty. 
Bulger had spent the life of a sol­ 
dier of fortune. 
He fought in the 
Spanish-American w ar and later was 
an officer in the Philippine constabu­ 
lary. 
He participated in revolutions 
in Guatemala, Honduras, 
Peru 
and 
Mexico, w here he was a colonel under 
Madero . Fleeing from Mexico when 
th late General H uerta gained con 
trol, he later joined the Carranza rev­ 
olution. 
He came to Denver shortly 
before the shooting of Nicodemus. 
In the intervals of his more excit­ 
ing adventures, Bulger in 1912 gained 
notoriety by “shooting up" the town 
of 
Bulger, 
Colo., 
which 
had 
been 
named after him. 
Later he shot and 
wounded J. R. Franklin, a private in 
the United States army, at El Paso, 
Texas.

In the first place, she must get 
everything 
at 
hand before starting. 
This means a small tub of water at the 
right temprature, 90 to 98 degrees F., 
and, if the baby is very young, a piece 
of Turkish toweling in the bottom of 
the tub; a mild soap, 
a 
soft 
wash 
cloth, some soft towels, oil and tal­ 
cum, saturated boric acid to wash out 
the eyes, and cotton and toothpicks to 
cleanse the nose. 
If the tub is placed upon a table of 
the right height the mother 
has 
a 
much firmer basis on which to work 
than if she tries to hold the squirming 
child in her lap. The baby can be un­ 
dressed lying on the 
table, 
soaped 
there, laid in the tub, washed off, 
w'iped, greased where necessary, a lit­ 
tle pow der added, and then special at­ 
tention given to the eyes and nose. 
He can be dressed while still on the 
table, and the whole operation is com­ 
pleted before either mother or baby 


realizes it.

cess th at the European nations have 
become jealous. 
The w ealth, the pow­ 
e r and the greatness of this nation 
have excited their envy. 
Our position 
of neutrality in the present conflict 
has been displeasing to all of the bel­ 
ligerents and the fact th at there has 
been trem endous prosperity here be­ 
cause of the conditions elsew here has 
made probable and likely the expres­ 
sion of revenge, though devious and 
open, soft and forceful methods, when 
the 
rehabilitation 
of the belligerent 
countries shall have begun. 
Against 
these things we m ust prepare. 
W e did not create the condition in 
w'hich the wTorId finds itself. 
We are 
in no way responsible for the rancor 
th at rests upon Europe. 
Nor can we 
hope to convert the other nations to 
our way of thinking, nor hope to cure 
them of th eir envy. 
Our task is to 
m aintain our ideals and to improve 
ourselves as we go on with the na­ 
tional form ative process. 
We must consider possibilities that 
are indicated by the logic of events. 
W e m ust anticipate disturbance. That 
is the essence of preparedness. 
W e 
m ust prepare against eventualities in 
the hope and with tho expectation that 
evidences of preparedness 
will 
pre­ 
vent attem pts. 
Preparedness does not 
necessarily mean conflict; on the con­ 
trary, it is the surest way of avoiding 
conflict. 
A sense of security is nec­ 
essary for the m aintenance of stability 
within, and the fact of security is 
necessary for the prevention of trou­ 
ble from without. 
Preparedness does not m ean mili­ 
tarism . 
Indeed, arm ed defense is but 
one form of preparedness. T he nation 
which is secure only in m unitions of 
w ar is vulnerable in other way*. There 
m ust be security of commerce, of in­ 
dustry, of patriotism . 
W e are facing 
new conditions, new opportunities, new* 
responsibilities. 
To 
be 
supine and 
fatuous at the turning point of our 
national existence 
would 
be 
folly 
thrice compounded. 
W e w ant peace. 
W e bear only the 
best of will to all of the world. 
But 
w'e m ust not delude ourselves with the 
fallacy th at because we wish others 
well they w ill respect our position un­ 
less that, position is backed by the 
pow er of adequate defense.

In the coning tim es there are, or 


may be, industries th a t 
will be en­ 


titled to protection. Suppose, for ex­ 


ample, th a t there should be started 


in the United States a great plant 


for the m anufacture of 
dyes from 


coal tar. The G erm ans developed a 


big business in this line and did it 
so w’ell th at they captured a large 
part of the w orld’s trade. Our cloth 
m akers are still seeking a satisfacto­ 
ry substitute for the German article. 
According to 
w hat 
seems 
to 
be 
trustw orthy testim ony, if a dyestuff 
industry w ere started 
here and ex­ 
posed in its infancy to German com­ 
petition on equal term s, it chances 
of survival would be dubious. But if 
imported dyestuffs were subjected to 
a reasonable 
tariff 
handicap, then 
our new infant 
industry 
might be 
expected to flourish. 
T hat is the way most of our great 
m anufacturing 
industries 
were 
launched. W hen they were in a for­ 
m ative period tho protection of the 
tariff was thrown about them. Repub­ 
lican campaign 
orators,

as tw enty years ago, used to refer 
to them as “our 
infant industries,” 
but as tim e passed the infants waxed 
lusty, developed muscles

tile signs of heaven for prosperity of 
the nation Will be 
appreciated 
and 
the desires of the people will be ful­ 
filled.” 
This memorial was widely printed 
throughout China, and attracted very 
much attention, especially among the 
uneducated persons. 
In an effort to 
refute the rum or th at the government 
was responsible for the circulation of 
the story in such a general m anner, 
the president issued a m andate dis­ 
counting all attem pts to capitalize su­ 
perstition and urging the public to 
bring about general enlightenm ent. 
“It is,” says the m andate, “absurd 
to get excited over m atters which one 
cannot understand, and try to inter­ 
pret everything as a sign of peace and 
prosperity. 
The request to refer the 
above fossil to the bureau of history 
for record is not approved. 
However, 
as the ancient fossil deposited in the 
cave of m ountains may serve as ma­ 
terial for research, the said governor 
and Cliiang Chun arc hereby instructed 
to m ake the local officials responsible

J. O’Malley Irwin, who was a mem­ 
ber of the party which discovered the 
dragon last October, was accompanied 
by M. Hewlett, the British consul at 
Ichang, and a num ber of other for­ 
eigners. 
He has recently published 
an account of 
the 
exploration. 
The 
cave in which the dragon fossil was 
discovered is at the upper end of the 
Ichang gorge, near a custom s station 
called Ping Shang Pa. 
The Chinese 
call the cave Shen 'an Tzu. 
In de­ 
scribing the discovery, Mr. Irwin says: 
“A large rock is seen at the entrance 
to the cave and about eight yards be­ 
hind this is a peculiar piece of rock 
somewhat like the coil of a large rep­ 
tile. 
This resemblance, faint as it is, 
evidently appealed 
to 
the 
Chinese 
mind, for we wrere informed th a t the 
cave 
was 
som etim es 
called 
the 
dragon cave and th at it was reputed 
to extend for fifty Ii or about seven­ 
teen miles, and to lead to the ‘Lung 
Wong Tung’ or ‘Cave of the Dragon 
King,* situated near Ichang. 
“In form er years many foreigners 
have penetrated far beyond the spot 
w here the fossils are now' plainly visi­ 
ble, so th at it seem s likely th at they 
have been recently uncovered, proba­ 
bly by a heavy discharge 
of 
w ater 
through the cave. 
“W hen with the lighted lanterns wre 
had penetrated 
about 
one 
hundred 
yards w*e found 
ourselves 


I specimens, thus showing the length 
I to be at least between sixty and sev­ 
enty feet and it seemed to us that the 
sam e reptile extended 
for 
another 
sixty or seventy feet, but owing to 
the interm ingling of coils of various 
reptiles at this point error is possible 
here and confirmation 
or 
otherw ise 
m ust be left to more skilled observers 
with plenty of time at their disposal. 
“The depth of the portion of body 
uncovered and shown in photo No. I 
was two feet. 
Two legs or paddles 
partially 
uncovered 
were 
observed 
about twelve to fourteen feet from the 
head and another pair about forty or 
fifty feet from the same point. 
The 
head appeared to be large and flat. 
It seem s probable th at the specimen j 
examined is a fossil of a Morosautus 
Camperi and th at it and the other 
reptiles were trapped in the cave in 
past ages and there starved to death; 
comparison between the length of the 
reptile and the depth of the body and 
its thinness would also point to sta r­ 
vation as the cause of death. 
“An account of the discovery, ac­ 
companied by flashlight photographs 
and 
some 
specimens of scale have 
been sent to England and will be sub­ 
m itted to expert examination a t-th e 
British museum. 
Specimens and pho­ 
tographs 
have 
also, I believe, been 
sent to Tokio for expert examination. 
The various experts will doubtless in 
due time pronounce judgm ent as to 
the genuineness of the fossils, but in 
any case w hether the specimens are 
in the m eantim e looked upon as fos­ 
sils, stone carvings or peculiar w ater 
formations in the soft limestone, they 
will, I venture to predict, rem ain ob­ 
jects of extraordinary 
interest 
and 
nothing short of 
the 
definite 
pro­ 
nouncem ent of experts will convince 
the ordinary unskilled observer that 
they are anything else but fossils.”

ant of science, but the 
sam e defect 


runs through almost all the depart­ 
m ents of civil service. 
It 
is nearly 
universal in the house of commons 
and is shared by the general public, 
including a large proportion of those 
engaged in commercial and industri­ 
al enterprises.” 
This statem ent appears in a m ani­ 
festo issued by 
the 
leading British 
scientists, w ith a view to waking up 
the country which is nowr governed 
so largely by lawyers. 
The signers 
include nam es of international sci­ 
entific reputation, 
such 
as Sir W il­ 
liam Osier, Sir W illiam Crockes and 
Sir William Ramsey. 
They demand 
th at the educational 
system 
be en­ 
tirely revised. 
The 
universities as 
w'ell as great public schools of the 
country of the type of Eton, Harrow' 
and Rugby, it may be said, are un­ 
der the control of classically educat­ 
ed clergymen, who still hold largely 
to the obsolete view' that science and 
the habit 
of 
investigation 
under­ 
mines religious faith. 
Only tw'o exceptions are made in 
the m anifesto to the charge of offi­ 
cial ignorance of science—the navy 
and medical departm ent of the army. 
The present government 
is severely 
criticised. 
As an instance of ignor­ 
ance of physical science am ong the 
rulers, the public 
statem ent 
of 
a 
m em ber of the government is quot­ 
ed. This statesm an asked that he and 
his colleagues 
be 
excused for not 
having prevented the exportation of 
lard to Germany, since it had only 
recently been discovered 
that gly­ 
cerine, used in the m anufacture of 
explosives, could be obtained 
from 
lard. This 
statem ent 
w'ent unchal­ 
lenged at the 
time 
it 
was 
made. 
Speaking of the assertion th at the 
making of glycerine from lard w’as 
a recent 
discovery, 
the manifesto 
says: 
The fact is, on the contrary, that 
the chem istry of 
soap 
making and 
the accompanying production of gly­ 
cerine is very ancient history. In or­ 
der that such blunders may be avoid­ 
ed, it is essential 
that 
we 
should 
have a proportion of men in the gov­ 
ernm ent who, if not 
actual experts, 
yet have such a knowledge 
of sci­ 
ence that will give them an intelli­ 
gent respect for it 
and 
an under­ 
standing of what it can do, how to 
m ake use of it and to whom to ap­ 
ply when special knowledge 
is re­ 
quired.” 
The scientists recommend the cre­ 
ation of a m inistry of science, com­ 
merce and industry in 
the 
place of 
the present board of trade, to keep 
in 
full 
touch 
with 
the 
scientific 
knowledge of 
the 
moment. 
This 
would be accompanied by a demand 
for 
scientific 
requirements, 
not 
a 
cramming for examinations, but tests 
of genuine scientific education on the 
part of candidates for the civil ser­ 
vice and 
for 
the 
arm y 
officers’ 
schools. 
To obtain these results, a plea is 
made for educational reform in the 
upper grade schools and colleges: 
The education of the democracy, 
which gives its consent to the pres­ 
ent state of 
things, 
w'ould 
follow 
the change in 
the 
education of the 
w ealthier classes. For more than fif­ 
ty years efforts have been made by 
those w ho are convinced of the value 
of experim ental 
science 
to obtain 
its introduction into the schools and 
colleges of the country as an essen­ 
tial part 
of 
the 
education 
given 
therein. At first it seemed as if the 
effort had been successful, but It is 
clear th at the old*1 methods and the 
old vested 
interests 
have retained 
their dominance, at least as far as 
universities 
and their

N atural science has never 
been in-1 


troduced as an optional subject in the 


civil service examinations, tu t m at­ 
ters are so arranged th at 
only one- 
fourth of the candidates offer them ­ 
selves for examination in science. It 
does not pay them to do so, for in 
Latin and Greek alone, including an­ 
cient history, they can obtam 3,200 
m arks, while for science 
the m axi­ 
mum is 2,400, and to obtain this the 
candidate must 
take 
four 
distinct 
branches of science. 
For entrance 
into the Woolwich 
artillery school, 
science has within the last few' years 
been compulsory, but for the Sand­ 
hurst infantry school it still rem ains 
optional. This college is probably the 
only military institution 
in Europe 
where science is not included in the 
curriculum.** 
Speaking of the change in national 
life that wrould result from the gen­ 
eral teaching 
of 
science 
in Great 
Britain, the paper concludes: 
“Science w'ould rise in our schools j 
and gain the 
respect 
necessary for j 
national welfare. A proper apprecia- j 
tion and 
understanding 
of science J 
w'ould begin to develop, and our of- j 
ficials of all kinds, no less than the I 
m em bers of parliament, would come 
to be as much asham ed of ignorance 
of the commonplaces of science as 
they would now' 
if 
found guilty of 
bad spelling and arithm etic. Not at 
once, but little by little, the profes­ 
sional workers in science would in­ 
crease in number and gain in public 
esteem .” 
The result of this, it 
says, would 
be a ministry of science, and a pub­ 
ic opinion that 
w'ould 
compel the 
inclusion of great 
scientific discov­ 
erers and inventors 
in 
the privy 
council.”
